‘Career in Finance Law. 

Mr. Rogenthal was born i Baden, Ger- 
many, in 1828. He studied law in the Uni- 
versity of Heidelberg and thé University of 
Freiberg, coming to the United States in 
1854. After being engaged in mercantile 
pursuits for a few months, he came to Chi- 

cago in the same year and entered the em- 
Roy of R. K, Swift, then a Hanker of some 
prominence. Two years later Mr. Rosenthal 
began business for himself in this city. 

Mr. Rosenthal was appointed public ad- 
ministrator of Cook county in the fall of 1859, 
holding the position for twenty-four years. 
Admitted to the bar im 1960, he formed a 
partnership with L. Brentano, later being 
associated with E. W. McComas, William A. 
Hopkins, and W. A, Plerve. 

Held Many Public Offices. 
-Mr. Rosenthal was appointed a member of 
the first board of bar examiners of the state 
in 1897, and during many years was a leader 
He also was 
a member of the public library board for 
several years and held pany other public 
positions.

TO WED MISS GIBNEY. 


Damage Suit Against Family 
missed by Counsel for the $t. Louis 
Belle—Defendant Files Motion for 
New Trial, Asking Four Days in 
Which to Prepare Reasons—Plaint- 
iff Denies Existence of the Alleged 


Six Months’ ‘Trial Agreement. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May | ]—Miss 
Edith Gibney. of St. Louis, the “ human op- 
tion,” was today awarded $13,950 by the jury 
in her breach of promise guit against Klaus 
J. Steiner of Allegheny. She sued for $50,000. 

Attorneys for the defendant iminediately 
made a motion for a new trial of the case, 
asking for four days in which to file their 
reasons. Attorneys for Miss Gibney took 
a nonstit in the $50,000.damage suit for con- 
spiracy against the Steiner famify. ‘In this 
suit alienation of affeetions of defendant, 
causing him to break his promise fe marry, 
was charged. 

Steiner made the novel defense in the nit 


that he held a six months’ option on Miss 
Gibney—that he had the sole rigijt to pro- 
pose to her in that period-—an agreement 


to nothing, As a result of this plea of the 
defendant Miss Gibney has been generally 
referred to as the human 


| Option Story Myth. 


Miss Gibney, however, swore that there was 
no option about it. She declared Steiner 
had unconditionally promised to marry her 
and introduced many of his letters in evi- 
dence, which expressed.a consuming passion 
for his “ option.” She ¢harged members 
of his family with alienating his affections 
and brought suit against them ulsg for 
$50,000. 

Proof of ihe nonexiatenes of the ait months’ 
option Was presented the jury in the follow- 
ing letter written by Miss Gibney to Steiner; 

St. Louis, Mo., July '24, 1004.—/My Dear Klaus: 
Each letter received from you since June § has 
asided one more to a series of enforced tabrica- 
tions, so variable and inconsistent that even your 
last of the 18th has not served its purpose, *' to 
refresh my memory,’’ so far has it departed from 
a truthful statement of the facts of the case. I 
have a most distinct recollection of a conference 
fn your library, when the conversation was carried 
on by your father and me. you and your mother, 
it now appears, being silent witnesses. - 

I was entreated not to be hasty nor unjust to 
you and it was proposed: 

First, because of our evident love for each other 
our engagement be not rashly broken. Second, it 
was represented that, you being in po position 
financially to marry me, we wait for six months. 
Third, at the expiration of such time, our love being 
fully tested, we would have the hearty support and 
hearty an of your family. 

Scores Suitor’s' Family, 

I stated distinetly that I would not consent to a 
temporary adjustment of the difficulty and would 
only agree to prolong the engagement becanse of 
genuine satisfaction expreseed by all. I refused 
to be subjected to the agony qt any turther family 
disagreements.

HINT 10 GERMANY SEEN, 


Plan to Baise More haveliue to 
Meet Deficit Absorbing Tesue 
the Capital. 


Presi@ent Roosevelt and Secretary Shaw 


had a conference today in regard to the 
treasury deficit and the announcement made 
by Germany that the reciprocity agreement 
between her and the United States would 
expire next March, 

The president has that one of the 
most prominent features of his message to 
congress, when ft assembles next fall, shall 
deal with the necessity of raising additional 
revenue. The président also has approved 
the speech which Secretary Shaw delivered 
before the international railway congress, 
in whi¢h the secretary made the following 
significant utterance: 

“I therefore can asbure you, and our own 
people as weil, that the world never will 
be involved in tariff # or retaliatory legis- 
lation go long ag the United Svates pursues 
its present policy and other countries do not 
discriminate against those who do not dis- 
criminate against them.”’ 

Thies is one of the most significant utter- 
ances of an international character which 
have ever been made by members of the 
cabinet, Following so closely upon the repre- 
sentations which the German government 
made, it must be regarded, according to the 
view entertained here, asa direct threat of 
retaliation. | 


Shaw Wants Act. 

Secretary Shaw did not describe in his 
speech the measures which would be taken 
by the president to foree other countries 
to deal squarely with the United States, but 
his views on this point are pretty generally 
known, and they have been communicated to 
the president. He wants congress to pass a 
law which will give to the United States the 
right to impose a duty of 50 per cent over 
and above the nominal duties upon goods 
imported from any nation which’ does not 
offer the same adv to American im- 
ports ap are extended to other countries. Sec- | 
retary Shaw said: 

“As there is no disturber of commerce so 
great as war, so there is no.such lover of 
peace as commerce. In proportion as a 
people become interested in financial, indus- 
trial, and commercial pufsuite do they dread 
and abhor the devastation incident to mar- 
tial conflicts. The United States stands 
pledged to the utmest of its Influence to the 
preservation of the world’s peace. 

“The United Statea has, heretofore, and 
now reserves to itself, by means of protective 
tariffs, a large measuré of the commerce inci- 
dent to supplying the heeds and wants of its 
80,000,000 people. That which it yields to 
others it yields, with few and unimportant 
exceptions, to all on @qual terms, and gives 
untry or to any peo- 
ple. The few carefully guarded exceptions 
enly emphasize the policy, and the slight ad- 


vantage granted the republic, of Cuba—but

Equal Terms to All Nations. 


“The United States consumes of the prod- 
uct of other countries more than $2, 
000 a day, and thus contributes to inter 
tional markets one-ninth of the grand aah 
gregate. This contribution, barring a dozen 
or so minor articles, the United States thus 
far has granted to all on equal terms, 

“TI hope it will not be considered out of 
place to add that the United States is con- 
sistent with itself in that it criticises no na- 
tion for levying duties, be they ever so high, 
when levied either for purposes of protec- 
tion or for purposes of revenue, provided 
only they are made tq rest no more severely 
upon us than upon others... The United 
States only asks the right to buy in foreign 
markets on the same'terms as her commer- 
cial .competitors, and the right to gell in all 
markets on terms as favorabue as any. | 
years past certain of 
our people have expressed fears lest the 
United States will be involved in tariff wars. 
I am glad the record justifies the statement 
that the United States has never yet levied 
retaliatory tariffs. I can therefore assure 
you, and our own ple as well, that the 
world will never be involved in tariff wars 
or retaliatory legislation so long as the 
United States pursues its present policy and 
other countries do not discriminate against

 ‘President’s ‘Mina Open. 
‘What recommendations the president witl 
rake in regard to the tariff in order to obtain 
more revenue and thug prevent the deficiency 
from growing larger, cannot be forecasted 


for the reason that he has not given sufficient | 


consideration yet to this important matter, 
The president's mind open and will remain 
so until he has had opportunity to talk, 
not only with his own cabinet but with Sena- 
tor Aldrich, who now/is in Europe, and with 
other members of the senate. The adminis- 
tration does not believe any reciprocity 
treaty will be acceptable to the senate and 
negotiation of an instrument of that char- 
acter probably will not occur. 

Secretary Hay is getting certain informa- 
tion’ in Burope regarding the commercial! at- 
titude of the powers there toevard the United 
States and the president, having the greatest 
confidence in Mr. Hay’s judgment, will defer 
reaching any decision until he knows what 
that official thinks. It seents certain from 
what can be learned of the opinions of Sec- 
retary Shaw and others that the president 
does not favor any reduction of echedules 
now in force. 

The deficit today reached a total of $36,547, - 
000 and with it mounting up at this rate the 
question which conf nts the administration 
ia not so much that of tariff reduction as that 
of raising additional revenue taxes on beer 
and tobacco and of the customs tax on coffee.

CLAIMS RAILROADS ARE FAIR. 


Vice President of Gould Lines Asserts 
Right of Corpprations to Fix 
‘Their Own Rates. 

D. C.j May 13.—A. C. Bird, 
vice president of the Gould lines, appeared be- 
fore the senate committeé this afternoon in 
defense of the railroads’ right to fix their 
own rates, He claimed that the corpora- 
tions are fair in their schedules, and said- 

“In dealing with the question as to the 
reasonableness of rates on a given commod- 
ity, there can be but one intelligent line of 
procedure—viz.: to ascertain if a carrier, 
under investigation ag to its rates, is earning 
more than a reasonable profit per ton, and 
when that is attained, if the article which is 
subject to complaint ‘is rated unreasonably 
high in proportion to the rate on other ar- 
ticles, value and risk duly considered. 

“ The reduction of rates to the carriers is 
the same thing as capital punishment to the. 
individtal. The only right or privilege which 
attaches to railroad ownership is the right to 
fix and collect a rate for services rendered.

TAFT’S BIG STICK CAUSES 
CUBANS GROWING IRRITATION 


Protest Against Cancellation of Express 
Companies’ Rights and Sanitation 
Demands Results in Friction. 


Washington, D. C., May 


There is'a growing irritation in the relations | 


of the United States and Cuba which is giv- 
ing the authorities considerable concern. 

Secretary Taft deemed it expedient two 
weeks ago to address earnest representations 
to the Havana government'in behalf of more 
sutisfactory sanitary measures. Today in- 
structions were sent to Minister Squiers di- 
recting him to protest against the reported 
cancellation of the rights claimed to be vest- 
ed in American express companies by a i 
Piatt amendment. 

The reason for the representation regard- 
ing sanitary conditions in the island lies in 
reports which have reached the government 
here showing that there is ag Sages of infec- 
tious diseases which might be brought to 
the United Statea. 

- President Palma at once replied that Cuba 
was in better condition than the American 
reports showed and that he was taking ad- 
ditional mreasures for sanitation. He rec- 
ommended that the Cuban congress make an 
appropriation to enable the government to 
carry on the work, 

The bill was passed, but confided to the 
municipalities authority to make expendi- 
tures. Palma did not approve of this meth- 
od and vetoed the bill, recommending again 
that the national government be empowered 
to expend the money.

For the price-of 10 cents the public will be 
entitled to hear a band concert and see per- 
formances by artists in mid-air. , With its, 
scenic railway, flying airship, chutes, antl 
other attractions, the White City will equal 
the St. Louis Pike or even the Midway Plai- 
sance of 1898. 

From a prairie covered with green sod eight 
months ago, the new city has arigen:monu- 
mental, Over the minarets and domes rises 
the electric tower, 300 feet in height, which 
at night will blaze with 20,000 incandescent 
lights. To the right of the main entrance 1s 
the Indian congress, where will be gathered 
iM Indians from many tribes, cowboys, 
rough riders, and trappers.

Under the system 
now there are four prices charged, ac- 
cording to the pumber of gallons used by 
the consumer, Those who use less than 
.165,000 gallons are assessed 10.cents for 
1,000 gallons; those who use up to 5,000,000

and aptitude for business. Advertising | 


may have been the secondary purpose of the 
hewspaper, but it has become a vital part of 


the metropolitan sheet, which many cir- 


cumstances sells for less money than the 
white paper cost. It is so plainly demon- 
Btrated that advertising in proper mediums 
pays both newspaper and advertiser, that not 
only is advertising space in the papers grow- 
ing but the manner of presenting adver- 
tising, both as to subject matter and display 
of type, is making almost a new profession in 
the world. | 
In the new field of the counting room the 
whole drift of the office force is toward the 
advertising field and its opportunities. It is 
through a successful campaigning in adver- 
tising that the average business manager 
and the publisher ef the metropolitan news- 
paper come into their own. The advertising 
manager of a big newspaper has one of the 
first rewards of his efforts in the soliciting 
work of his paper, while as solicitor, only, 
the pay of the average advertising man may 
be called good. Almost every large paper 
west of New York has its advertising rep- 
resentative in the eastern metropolis, a po- 
sition that is much sought after in the adver- 
Man from Small Town Wins. 
The editorial staffs of most ¢ity papers are 
agreed that the young man in an editorial 
position in the small city has a better chance 
than the reporter on the metropolitan paper 
for learning the business from the ground 
up. The same-is true of the young man in 
ee room of the city of 40,000 or 
In the smaller ofuce the young man may 
have to devote himself rather more to rou-

of the counter attendant to get the advértise- 
ment for a full seven issues. That is; for 
taking the advertisement for one insertion he 
does it on a salary basis only; if he can make 
the advertiser see the advantages of several 
more insertions while the ad is in type it 
means 4 commission as well, The newspaper 
can afford to pay the commission, as it saves 
another setting of the advertisement—may- 
be three or four settings of it—before the ad- 
vertiser otherwise would be done.

Asked why she is there, she replies: “0, 
mamma and I can’t agree, so I work dow 
here until I shall be married—I'm to be 
ried next fall. Of course, I don't ha 
work; me

When the saleswoman comes in 
in. the morning she mut enter at a certain 
door, go tn a certain way to a certain eleva- 
tor, then to the floor where wraps are kept, 
and as she steps from the elevator her card 
is punched by a timekeeper, her wrapsare 
put away,\|she descends to the floor upon 
which she works, reports her number to the 
floor manager, who checks the time upon his 
time sheet, and is expected to go directly 
te her own counter to arrange the stock for 

She must be at her counter fifteen minutes 
before the store is operied for customers. 
If she is late—even one minute—her time card 
is taken from her, sent to the superintend- 
ent’s office, where her number is taken, and 


the card is then returned to the timekeeper, - 


who gives it what is known as a late punch 
and keeps it until called for at noon. Some 
time during the dey the girl is summoned, 
and at the office of the superintendent is rep- 
rimanded for her tardiness. If it be her first 
offense she is not severely reprimanded, but 
after several she is likely to be discharged. 

At noon she has from twenty minutes on 
busy days to from thirty to forty-five on 
other days—the time varies, in different 
stores. There are lunch rooms provided for 
-employés where articles are sold at one-half 
the price charged in cafés. These lunch 
rcoms are not at all inviting; some are in 
gloomy basements, where the odor of escap- 
ing gas and the dampness are not at all pleas- 
aoe and some are on the upper floors of the 
buildings. They are all barnlike rooms, with 
long oilcloth covered tables, and the dishes 
are nearly all minus a handle, or cracked 
“hotel china.” 


R.ules of Stores Are Strict. . 
As the saleswoman goes to and from lunch 
her time card is punched. If she does not 
leave the floor at the regular time she mus: 
obtain an “overtime” pass from the floor 
manager, to be presented to the timekeeper 
before the card will be punched. At night

Big Pay for Managers. 

From solicitor to manager of the adyertis- 
ing department of a newspaper is the logical 
scheme of promotion. The position carries 
with it a good salary, and the. competent 
manager. of the advertis is in jine. for 
larger duties as business Manager or pub- 
lisher. Either of the last named positions 
may carry salaries of $10,000 to $15,000 in 
Chicago, ranking these managerial positions 
with most of those In the industrial and 
commercial world. Positions are fewer in the 
newspaper world, perhaps, but the man quall- 
fied to fill such places in the newspaper field 
is not at sea in any othér of kindred scope. 

Advertising as a busihess venture will not 
soon become obsolete and ineffective. The

Where the house is to be closed for a season 
the work of dismantling is much less, al 
though the order of the work is much the 
same.

From $2 to 35 cents per hour, how- 
ever, will be found to be the average pay of 
carriage workers. | 

Nine hours a day ts the @ay’s work, and! 
at this rate the average weekly pay is $18. 
A man must be an exceptional workman to 
earn more than this, but a young man start- 
ing to serve his apprenticeship at 18 should 
be earning this amount by the time he has — 
attained his majority. If he becomes an ex- 
pert he will find that there are just as many 
openings in this trade for his skill as tn other 
crafts and that he will be paid just as high. 
The work is geherally hard, but for ali that 
most carriage and wagon workers are satis- 
fied with this phese of the craft. !
